DE MAUPASSANT'S INSANITY.

THE FAMOUS FRENCH AUTHOR'S AT-
TEMPT AT SUICIDE, "

A Cannes Reporter's Vivid 'Dm'ri;ﬂoa of
the Affalr—The Novelist May Yet Re-
cover—His Hupid Kise and as Speedy
Fall—A Story With a Moral

BY CANLE TO THE DISPFATCH.Y

Loxnox, Jan, 9. —There seems to be little
doubt that Guy de Maupassant is bopelessly
insane, although Dr. Blanche, the noted
specialist in lunncy, in whose private asylum
is, savs there is a
possibility of his ultimate recovery. De
Manpassant, who only yesterday became calm
sfter his attempt to commit suicide at
Cannes, on the pravions Saturday, has long
indulged himselt in morphine and hashish
esating, and recontly has taken to the econ-
sumption of Clr:.,e quantities of ether.
Aside from the terrible effecis of these
drugs on the brain there is a bereditary in-
fluence to be tnken int» aceount, his father
having died in an insane asylum, und his
mother, who still lives, not bemg in her
right mind.

Tt was found necessary to bring de Man-
passant in s straight waistooat from Cannes
to Paris, and upon hiz beiug set free from
i, in Dr. Blanche's hospital, he made a
violent assault upoen the attendants, and it
required seven men to restrain inm Yes-
terday, however, be became calm and was
induced to eat

The Author’s Attempted Suieide.

A Cannes newspaper gives the following
particulars of the suicidal attempt:

At W o'elock on Saturday evening he sat
down at his desk, lmendlm. to resume the
writing of his new novel, “L'Angelus,” which
tie had discontinued for some days, But all
efforts to concentrate his thoughts proved
unavdiling, and in an hour or 0 he sprang
up from his chair in violent excitewent,
brought his fist In-aﬂl\ down on his writing
table, and exclaimed, “Another man over-
board! Nothing left now but to die,” He
foetelied « razor from his dressing” room
and gashed lis thront. The noise wmado
by lis body falling bronght his valet and
the sailing master of his yacht. Incipient
pnrn]w.h and that peeuliar mania described

a folie des gmndeurs” are the chief
n\ mptoms of his disease, which leave but
small hope of 1ecovery. Up to the dayon
which he atterapted his life he wrote
rational letters to friends in Poaris, but com-
plained thersin of intolerable pains. Itis
affirmed that baving possibly a presenti-
ment of his coming afllietion the novelist a
short time ago summoned a solicitor from
Pari= and made his will

WWork on His Literary Testament.

De Maupassant told his friencs that
“L’Angelus” was the finest thing he had
ever attempied. and was to be his literary
testament. “Mv other works may disap-
pear. " he said, “but this, please God, will
not, De Maupassant was also preparing a
volume of studies on Flanbert Tlourgueniefl
and Dostoiersky. For two or three ‘months
hefore his attempt at sniclde he had been at
Cannes under the supervision of devoted
relatives and friends, but he has not beea
able to bresthe freely or to sleep, and has
passed most of his nights on his yacht on
the Mediterrancan,

It is only within a little more than a year
that the novelist, at the beginning of ‘this
period young, famous and rich, has been
transtormed from & gay bon vivant inio a
misanthrope, and finally into a homicidal
lunatic.

WANTED T0 FAVE 80UILS.

A Crank Who Organized s Company, to
Redeem the Sinners.

DrTrOIT, Jan. 8.—J. H. Eakins, a self-
styled evangelist and for yearsa prominent
business man and politician, has gone rav-
ing mad, and to-day was committed by the
Probmte Court to the mnsane asylum at Pon-
tines Eakine' case is a very remarkable
one. He was born in 1807 at Port Burwell,
Ount., and was the son of a Methodist minis-
ter. When only 25 years of age he became
quite prominent in Canadian politics, and
for several years was an intimate friend of
the late Sir John MacDonald. He made
over $75,000 i sinking an oil well at
Petrolia, Ont., in 1868, and lost all the
money in oil speculation. He then came to
Detroit, and for some time was highly sue-
eessful as an oil broker and dealer in tar,
ete. He sccumulated a fortune of over
$400,000, which he lost during the panicof
1873. At one time he was considered worih
£1,000,000, For several years he was an
ardent Greenbacker, and ran for Congress in
1884

Until 1888 Fakina was & pronouoced in-
fidel, and was constantly at swords’ points
with local clerxgmen. Three years ago be
became converted at an Ewvan ehaﬁc meet-
ing, conducted by H. 0. Wi and soon
after announced himself asan Ev list,
leaving his business to take care of itself
Gndnlly bis mind became entirely

d up in religion, and showed signs
or ailing. Within the past three months
he bhas had religious mania in its worst
form, but because of his former position
nothing was done toward placing him ln I.lI
asylum until he began to grow dan,
Testimony in court lho'!.-d that his lm
scheme was to organize a God’'s Soul ﬁnﬁng
Company, with £5,000,000 capital and 50,000
shares. He said he would furnish the eapi-
tal, but insisted upon every one’s taking
stock. He claimed that unless De-
troit would jndorse his plans he would
blow the whole city up with d]ynn.mlte.
while he would be safé in a balloon fur-
nished by God. He recently sent for an
undertaker, and when the !utar arrived
asked him to bury old J. H. Eakins, as s
new J. H. Eskins had been born. To-day
he sttempted to conduct & prayer meeting
in the court room.
